Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 states 
the limitation "a strain gauge formed inside the substrate and comprising a plurality of 
resin films and a resistive element between the resin films".
